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Nixon Asked To Call 

'Cease Fire'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Nixon's Commission 
on Campus Unrest pleaded 
Saturday for a "national cease- 
fire" among students, police 
and politicians and urged Nixon 

-hi m s elf to -l o a d the way. 

In what it termed the most 
Important of a long list of 
recommendations to stop 
violence and disruption the 
comnyssion said: 
"Only the President has the 

-platform-and-prestige-to ^urge- 
all Americans, at once, to step 
back from the battlelines into 
which they are forming. Only 
the President, by example and 
Instruction, can effectively 
calm the rhetoric of both pubkc 
officials and protestors whose . 
words in the past have too often 
helped further divide the 



country, rather than reunite it." 

The commission denounced 
violence in any quarter and 
proposed that anyone who uses 
violence be charged and 
punished as criminals„but said 
dissent and disagreement short 
nf violence absolutely had to be 



protected. 

Former • Gov. William 
Scranton of Pennsylvania, the 
commission chairman, 
presented the report without 
public ceremony to the 
President lust 15 weeks after

The 10-member panel made 
clear it had no sympathy for "a 
small minority of politically 
extreme students and faculty

Disaffected students 
see the war as a symbol of 
moral crisi s in the na^on which, 
in their eyes,^prlves evenlaw' 
of its legitimacy ..." 

Nixon made no public 
statement about the report, 
which ran 359 typewritten 
pages, but was quoted by aides 
as telling Scranton not to worry 
if the document was con- 
troversial, 

"1 don't want a bunch of in- 
tellectual eunuchs around 
here," 

The commission said there 
was a "crisis of violence" and 
another of "understanding." 

"Students who bomb and burn 
are criminals. Police and 
National Guardsmen who 
needlessly shoot or assault 
students are criminals. 

"All who applaud these 
criminal acts share in their evil , 



order to gain' their own political 
ends." 

"Perpetrators of violence 
must be identified, removed 
from the university as swiftly as 
possible and prosecuted 
vigorously by the appropriate 
agencies of law enforcement, 'J 
it said. 

Speaking to the President, the 
report urged him not'only te-end 
^he Indochina_War bjjt to 
"renew~lfie national com- 
mitment to full social justice 
and to be aware of Increasing 
charges of repression." 

'.'We recommend to him that 
he takes steps to see to it that 
the words and deeds of 
government do not encourage 
belief In these charges," the 
commission said. 

"We recommend that the 
President seek to conmce 
public officials and protestors 
alike that divisive and insulting 
rhetoric Is dangerous. In the 
current political campaign and 
throughout the years ahead, the 
President should insist that no 
one play irresponsible politics 
with the Issue of 'campus 
unrest .r"''^

carry rifles and shotguns ,on 
campuses only when there is 
sniping or armed resistance. 
Guardsmen need more and 
better training to cope with civil 
disorders as well as special non- 
lethal weapons and protective 
equipment. 

Universities should make 
clear to students what kind of 
conduct will not be permitted,

Arabs 
Free 
Hostages 

By United Press Intematloiial 
Palestinian guerrillas an- 
nounced Saturday they would 
free the remaining 38 hostages 
from three- airliners hijacked 
earlier this- month, and Jor- 
dan's military governor later 
announced 32 of them had been 
received' by the Jordanian 
army. < All the hostages are 
American. 

The brief announcement by 
Marshal Habes Al-MaJaU on 
Amman radio made no mention 
of the fate of the other six 
hostages, and there was no 
further statement by the 
guerrillas. 

The 32 Americans "are now 
under the protection of Jorda- 
nian armed forces,'^' Majali said 
in the announcement. 

An earlier statement by the 
Popular FVont for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine J PFLP), the 
Marxist guerrilla group that 
hijacked the planes Sept. 6 and 
9, said all of the 38 hostages 
remaining would tie released 
through the Egyptian embassy 
in Amman and turned over to 
International Red Cross repre- 
senUtives In the Jordanian 
capital. 

The other six hostages 
apparently remained in- the 
custody of the guerrillas. 

About the same time Majali 
made his announcement in 
Amman, a group of 16 others 
who had been among the 
hostages liefore being freed 
earlier in the week arrived in 
London aboard a British Royal 
Air Force (RAF) plane. Rela- 
tives waiting to greet them at 
London - airport applauded as 
the eight Britons, six Swiss and 
two Germans disembarked. 

Hie 16 expressed .varied 
descriptidns of thdr feelings 
during their confinement, first 
in a large liouse and later in 
small quarters in Amman. But 
they all said they were well 
treated.

Protests 

ROME (UPI)— Police in Italy 
' braced Saturday. for the possi- 
ble eruption of nationwide anti- 
American violence as C^ommu- 
nist-led opponents of President 
Nixon's visit staged 31 public 
protest meetings throughout the 
country on the eve of his 
arrival. 

The biggest protest meetings 
were called in Rome and Milan. 

The Italian Communist party, 
the largest in the West, has 
appealed to its l.S million 
members and the others among 
the 8.5 million persons voting 
Communist in the last general 
election to stage six days of 
anti-Nixon agitation to protest 
the President's visit. 

It appeared that Nixon's visit, 
the fifth official one by a U.S. 
President since World War II, 
could .trigger the largest 
outburst yet of anti-American 
violence. But the President 
himself was unlikely to get 
caught up in it. 

Nixon arrives Simday night to 
start what is officially de- 
scribed as a "working" visit. 
He is not scheduled to make 
any public appearances during 
his 66-hour stay ta Italy, the 
first stop of an eight-day 
European trip taking hhn also 
to Yugoslavia, Spain, Britain 
and Ireland. 

The President will not even 
make the traditional wreath 
laying visit to the Tomb Of the 
Unknown Soldier. The only 
unofficial engagements will bC' 
carried out by Mrs. Pat Nixon, 
who plans to visit an Italian 
version of the Boys Town 
Orphanage at Omaha, Neb., 
and the Italian National Union 
for the Fight Against Illiteracy. 

Nixon will spend much of his 
time in Italy with the U.S. 6th 
Reet "somewhere off the 
ItaUan coast" and in consulta- 
tion on the Middle E^st 
situation with regional amtas- 
sadors and North Atlantic 
Treaty- OrganiMtion (NATO) 
ofricials in Naples. He will 
meet with Pope Paul VI on 
Monday. -

"insanity and ' violence'" that 
permeate the American scene.

U.S. Said Falling

"Return to Hiroshima" is a 
new book in the Youth Room of 
the Library. It is the kind of 
book that you pick up to look at 
the pictures and then find 
yourself compelled to read the 
complete text. 

Betty Jean Lifton went to 
Hiroshima with her husband, 
Robert Jay Lifton, who was 
studying the psychological 
effects of the bomb on the 
-stirvivors. She persuaded the 
Japanese photographer, Eikoh 
Mosoc, to help her tell the story 
of Hiroshima in book form. 

"Return to Hiroshima" can 
serve as an intriguing history 
lesson for the young-. But how 
much do we who lived through 
that period of history really 
know of Hiroshima?

Oct. 15, schools hi the suburban 
Hazelwood district will close 
because voters have failed four 
times to pass a school tax levy. 
"Hie district has 25,000 students. 

•Many of the Idds are quite 
bitter," Laurence Fuqua, prin- 
cipal of the senior high school, 
said. 'They don't want to have 
to come baclt to finish up next 



year. 

"They can't understand why 
people who had their education 
paid for aren't willing to pay 
for theirs," he said. "They 
can't believe people could place 
more value on a new motorboat 
or car than on an education." 

The schools opened Sept. 1 on 
schedule even though a levy 
had not been passed. The Board 
of Education said the schools 
would have to close Oct. 15 if a 
levy were not passed by then. 
No more money . 

Tuesday, voters again reject- 
ed a $5.54 levy and S3.2 million 
bond issue . for classroom 
construction. At an open 
meeting, the board decide<rto 
reoffer the levy proposition 
-Nov, 5 and close the 22 schools 
Oct. 15. 

The board specifically sche- 
duled the special election in 
hopes statutory amendments 
dealing 'with school levy 
problems will be passed in the 
Nov. 3 general election. 

Proposed tax rates have 
received simple majorities in 
previous Hazelwood elections 
but have never broken the two- 
thirds barrier. 

Fuqua said many parents still 
(k)n't believe the schools will 
dose. They think the board is 
just bluffing. 

However: 

"My taxes increased $70 last 
year," one father said. "This 
year they would increase J72 
more if the levy is passed.

Mansfield 
Files for 
Cloture 

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Sen- 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield sought for the second 
time Friday to shut off debate 
and bring to a vote a proposed 
constitutional amendment call- 
ing for direct popular elections 
of presidents. 

Mansfield filed another peti- 
tion for cloture, which wiU be 
voted on at 1 pjn. EDT 
Tuesday. If it is approved by a 
two-thirds majority, the Senate 
would then be free to vote on 
the proposal amendment, which 
has already been approved by 
the House. 

" Debate on the • proposal, 
sponsored in the Senate by Sen. 
Birch Bayh. D-Ind., has tied up 
senators since Sept. 7. On his 
first try to stop the talk, 
Mansfield's cloture petition was 
defeated on a 54-36 vote— six 
votes short of a two-thirds 
majority. 

The debate, a parliamentary 
filibuster, although not in the 
classical sense of the word, is 
led by Southerners who believe 
the one-man, one-vote concept 
would give large populous 
states excessive electoral pow- 
ers in national elections. 

The amendment, supported 
by the Nixon admtaiistration, 
would abolish the ESectoral 
College in which eadi state has 
electoral votes equal to its lotal 
number of senators and repre- 
spatatlves in congress. 

Instead, presidents and vice 
presidents would be elected in 
direct balloting. If a slate failed 
to win a 40 per cent plurality, 
there would be a runoff 
between the two highest. 



10 Congressman Tried 



Coasting in Primary . . . 



WASHINGTON (UPI) —Ten 

jnembers o f Congress who 

thought they could coast to 
renomination woke up the 
morning after party primaries 
this year to learn they were 
losers. Age vs. youth, lackadai- 
sical campaigning and the 
Vietnam .War were common 
factors in theu" defeats. 

The war cut both ways. Sen. 
Ralph W. Yarborough. D-Tex., 
the only senator defeated in a 
primary, is a dove. Some of the 
nine losing House memtjers— 
eight Democrats and. one 
Republican— were beaten by 
candidates who took a more 
-aggFessiva—stand against -Jhe.- 
war. 

Campaign misjudgments and 
failure to keep political fences 
Ui repair were regarded as a 
more common cause of defeat. 
One factor was "Potomac 
fever," the .affliction of 
incuml)ents who feel they need 
not worry atxiut their districts 
after they have been elected 
and re-elected. Each of the 
defeated House members had ' 
served between 6 and 14 terms. 

Some of the challengers 
outsmarted the more exper- 
ienced hicumbents by exploiUng 
modem campaign techniques. 

Here are assessments from 
•UPI bureaus of factors contri- 
buting to the defeat of 
incuml)ents : 

TEXAS— Yarborough, 66. a 
senator since he won a special 
election in 1957. was beaten by 
former Rep. Uoyd M. Bentson 
Jr., 49, a conservative in a 
state where Democrats are 
more conservative than the 
national party. Bentson hit 
Yarborough 's strong opposition 
to the war and his votes against 
two Southern Supreme Court 
nominees and a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
.permit prayer in schools. He 
also hammered at what he 
caUed Yarlwrough 's "spend, 
spend, spend" phUosophy. Bent- 
son conducted a well-financed 
television campaign, and Yar- 
borough seems to have fellen 
behind before he reaUzed he 
was in troutile. 

MASSACHUSETTS - Rep 
PhiUp J. PhUbin, 72, 14-term 
Democrat, was defeated by the 
Rev. Robert F. Drinan, 49, a 
Jesuit priest and antiwar 
candidate on leave from his job 
as dean of Boston College law 
school.

MILWAUKEE ( UPl ) - Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew 
Friday night blamed an age of 
permissiveness, exemplified by 
Dr. Benjamin Spock's books on 
raising children, as being 
responsible for much of the 
alienation and disorder in the 
nation today. 

"Before we can properly 
address ourselves to any 
national issue, each one of us 
must address himself to this 
personal issue; How can we 
reinstiU a sense of discipline in 
our thinking?" Agnew said. 

"Discipline is a harsh word. " 
he said. "But my friends, there 
is no greater need in the 
American body politic today 
than the "^eed for discipline. 
During the past generation, a 
philosophy of permissiveness 
has permeated American life. 

'In our schools, the ability to 
adjust t)ecame more important 
than the abiUty to excell, " 
Agnew said. "In our courts, the 
rights of the accused became 
more iniporlanl than the right.s 
of the victims." 

In his prepared remarks, the 
vice president continued; ' In 
our legislatures, the temptation 
to spend exceeded the wiUmg- 
ness to tax. In our culture, the 
need to protect free expression 
overrode the need to restrain 
bad taste and outrageous 
vulgarity. 

"In our society, the need to., 
escape was exalted and the 
need to cope was demeaned." 

Within the past generation. 
Agnew said, parents often 
. turned to Dr. Spock's book qn 
raising children when their 
chifd c^ame to the pinner table ' 
wearing dirty clothes, and with 
dirty hands and uncombed hair. 

Noting that the book has sold 
more than 25 million copies, 
Agnew then quoted: "As usual, 
you have to compromise. 
Overlook some of hrs less 
Irritating, twd habits, realizing 
that they' are not permanent." 
the thing to bie carefully 
avoided according to the book, 
was "bossiness," Agnew said. . 
' "Who do you suppose is to 
blame when, 10 years later, ;. 
that child comes home from 
colege and sits down at the 
table with dirty, bare feet and 
a disorderly faceful of hair?"

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Warning 

WASHINGTON (UPIl -The 
Federal Trade Commission 
I FTC I warned lliursday that 
some imported women's che- 
nille berets, a current fashion 
fad, sometimes burst into 
flames. 

The FTC said It was issuing 
"a general warning atwut the 
potential hazards" of the berets 
because so many brands appear 
to be dangerously flammable. 

The commission said it was 
working with Importers to pull 
the products off the market but 
feared many would still be 
available. 

The commission said most of 
the berets are made of acrylic, 
rayon and cotton, although wool 
and nylon sometimes are used- 
It said these fabric berets were

NATO Force Reduction 
Decision Coming Up 



WASHINGTON ( UPI) -With- 
in the next few weeks. 
President Nixon must make a 
crucial decision on whether to 
reduce the size of the U.S. 
troop commitment to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 

(nAtoi. ' 

It's a tough one. America's 
European allies are exerting 
powerful pressures against any 
cuts, wliile a strong bloc in 
Congress is demanding signifi- 
cant reductions. 

Vital to any decision is a 
clear assessment of Russian 
mtention. So American and 
European diplomat&and milita-^ 
ry planners pre busily trying to 
figure out Just what the 
Ru.ssians are up to. 

In recent weeks they have 
made what appear to be a 
number of moves aimed at 
relaxing tensions in Europe, 

None of the NATO partners 
wants to do anything which 
might reverse his promising 
U-end, but all are looking 
closely for hidden Russian 
motives. 

If, for example, the Russian 
gestures were a result of 
recognition of NATO determina- 
tion to maintain the status quo 
indefinitely, any unilateral U S, 
withdrawal, no matter how 
small, could Upset. lite.. apple- 
cart. 

If, on the other hand, the 
Soviet Union is prepared to 
undertake a genuine easing of 
tensions in Europe, moving 
from its new nonaggression 
pact with West Germany to 
even more meaningful efforts 
at disengagement,' the number 
of y^. troops stationed there 
would l)ecome of only seconda- 
ry importance and have litUe 
or no impact on future events. 

Diplomatic, military and con- 
gressional experts who are 
attempting to solve the problem 



are under pressure from two 
approaching 'deadlines: the 
NATO ministerial meeting Dec. 
10, at which force levels for the 
coming year are to be 
announced, and the federal 
budget, wiiich must be ready 
for submission to Congress in 
early January. 

But the ei^erts are still at 
oddfe on the question. Favormg 
a aontinuation of the status quo 
for at least one more year is an 
alignment which includes the 
State DepartmenLand the Jouit 
Chiefs of Staff in the Defense 
Department, 

Arguing for reductions are 
International Security Agency 
(ISA) planners in the Pentagon 
and a sizable bipartisan bloc 
in Congress, 

■ Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield is prime mover 
and spokesman fof the latter 
group. He first called in 1963 
for reducing U.S. strength in 
NATO unless the European 
partners met their own group 
quotas. 

Three years later, in June, 
1966, he made a major speech 
demanding "substantial" U.S. 
troop reductions and introduced 
a resolution demanding the 
return to the United States of 
all the 75,000 troops and 
dependent* -th«»— living in 
Prance, pliis"an7addtttonai' W 
per cent of the U.S. troops In 
West Germany. 

His proposal stirred furious 
opposition in western Europe 
and among U. S. 'diplomats and 
military planners, and Mans- 
field has never tried to press it 
through iCongress. Howevisr, he 
told UPI his proposal "still 
stands:" 

"I have t>een holding back on 
it to see what the administra- 
ion would do on their own," he 
explained. 

.. He added that "conditions are 



looking up" for troop reductions 
because of the recent Russo- 
German nonaggression treaty, - 
and , other indications that 
Germany is seeking an accom- 
modation with the Communist 
Uoc. 

Chairman J, William Ful- 
tright of the Senate Foreign 
Relations' Committee would go 
even further than Mansfield has 
proposed. He recently described 
the U.S,' troop contribution to 
NATO as a "symlxil," and said 
he sees no reason ior maintain- 
ing more than 50,000 American 
troops in Europe as a token 
resence. 

The ISA experts, popularly 
known as the Pentagon's "think 
tank," mostly agree with his 
view. They feel the original 
force levels of NATO were 
formulated during an era when 
there was a very real 
possibility of Soviet aggression 
In Europe. 

The forces never were large 
enough to fight a long-term 
war, but were intended only to 
provide a respectable holding 
action while additional forces 
were mobilized. 

Total NATO combat and 
support forces in Europe's key 
.center region (West Germany, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
France) range between 600,000 
and 700,000, including five 
French divisions not now under 
NATO control but presumably 
on Nato's side in the event of 
war. • - •

Tuesday (switching dogs 
-again) we headed for the high 
country near timberline, This is 
blue grouse country.

The adult males precede the 
broods. I decided on some' of the 
.high ridge. iountry dividing the 
South and Middle Forks of the 
Boise River, 70 miles porth Of 
town. The elevation exceeded 
8,500 feet. _ , 
■ Taking off from road's end, it 
was a steady hour's climb to top 
out on the ridge trail. Sure 
enough, the dog began flushing 
an occasional blue grouse male. 
When these big birds launch 
themselves downhill, you only 
have time to point and shoot. 

We flushed 12 or 14 birds in 
two hours actual hunting time, 
limiting out in good shape. The

We headed for the Riggins 
country, 160 miles north of 
Boise. We had hunted here last 
year and my partner had some 
foresight into turkey behavior.

.we climbed into the precipitous 
ridge country of a tributary to 
the main Salmon River. The 
turkeys had been seen using the 
lower elevations during the 
course of the summer.

BOISE ( UPI ) — First results 
of neu tron activation testing of - 
Idaho'fisff and wuaute samples" 
showed five chino'oK salmon and 
eight samples of human blood 
with minute traces of mercury, 
it was revealed Friday. 

Dr. Darrell W. Brock, 
director, Idaho State Health 
Laboratory, said the samples 
were part of the first 300 
analyzed this fall by the 
materials testing reactor at the 
National Reactor Testing 
Station near Arco. 

Brock said the mercury 
traces found were in quantities 
not considered harmful to man. 
Earlier, results of testing of 
pheasants were released and as 
a residt Idahoans were urged to 
eat only one meal per week of 
pheasant . Brock said the human 
blood samples tested were 
something of a mystery for 
State Health Department of- 
ficials since eight samples were 
taken from fish and game 
employes who said they had 
eaten pheasant within the past 
12 months and eight, other 
samples who had not eaten 
phc;asant during the past year. 

The eight samples reporting 
mercury traces were divided 
evenly between the two groups 
— the pheasant eaters had four 
and the non-phedsant eaters 
had four.

If both interviews could have been carried on at 
the same time it would almost have sounded like the 
same man talking with two voices. 

It wasn't that Gov. Don Samuelson, who seeks to 
succeed himself as chief executive for Idaho, or 
Cecil D. Andrus, the Democratic hopeful who would 
take over that spot for the next four years, didn't 
have answers to a dozen questions I put to them in 
3oise — it was just that the answers in many in- 
stances showed little difference, if any, between 
them. 

Each man had a list of the questions before the 
interviews. This would enable them to form their 
answers prior to the questioning. In other words, it 
would represent their true — and not snap — 
thinking. 

rieither Gov. Samuelson nor Andrus had any way 
of knowing- how either ■ answered the questions. 
Andrus was interviewed in his campaign 
headquarters in the Boise Hot^L-The governor was 
ixiterview£d in his office at the state hous.e. Each, 
interview — both on the same day — took up about 
an hour in time. 

Until they read this story neither will know how 
the other answered any of the dozen questions asked. 

Both Andrus and Gov. Samuelson were 
cooperative, both granted as much time as was 
required in each interview and both gave their 
personal views in a direct manner. The interviews 
were conducted without interference (with the 
possible exception of a telephone ringing or a door 
opening) and there were no so-termed "ghost 
writers." The answers came direct from each in- 
dividual. 

So here the voters of Idaho are just more than a 
month away from the general election and there are 
few issues Andrus or Samuelson really disagree on. 

The campaign to date over Magic Valley has_been 
a quiet one and it bids to continue that way right up 
to Nov. 3 unless someone explodes a bomb. There is 

— really-iia-indication .that there will be.any "dirty. 

politics." At least neither of the gubernatorial 
candidate^ showed any desire of making anything 
. but a straight-forward appeal to the voters with, 
emphasis put on shaking as many hands and talking 
to as many people as possible. 

They don't see eye-to-eye on sonie thinp but they 
speak with one voice in others 



state. I want state government returned to the 
people, ".Andrus said. 

About meeting with people, Andrus said he liked to 
meet with individuals because "I can talk with them 
about their individual problems. This is not always 
possible to do, so I really do not hesitate to meet 
with any number of people, either large or small 
crowds. 

"As an example, when the farmers came to Boise 
had I been governor I would hav& iftet' with all of 
them on tlie statehouse steps and then would have 
invited them or their leaders Jnto my office if they 
desired private discussions," he said. 

Gov. Samuelson said that it really didn't matter to 
him — he had no real preference, were the words he 
used — whether he met with individuals or crowds. 
He said he felt equally at home in either case and 
was willing to carry on discussions in either 
situation. 

Answering question three — what issue should 
concern the citizens of Idaho most in this ele<;tion — 
Go\^, Samuelson said it really involved several. He 
said Jie was, and the voters, and citizens should_bej^_ 
concerned with money inflation, increa~sed c<»ts of" 
government and tax6s. 

Andrus said the "one" issue has to be "people." 
He said he meant, how they live, how they work, how 
they are taxed, how we spend the tax money and how 
we educate bur children. 

"The overriding feature would be on spending the 
tax dollar and the tremendous increase in the cost of 
state government "during the current ad- 
ministration. 

"The cost of state government has risen from $1.8 
million to $4.9 million in three and one-half short 
years. This is a matter of official record in the 
budget, books and the records of the Associated 
Taxpayers of Idaho," Andrus said. 

In answer to the "touchy" national park question, 
Mr. Andrus said he was "opposed to the destruction 
of the White Clouds by surface mining." 

"My primary concern is for protec^on of this high 
^titude-alpine area," he said, "T endorse ihe 



education facilities so badly needed at home," 
Andrus said. 

Answering the question pertaining to a possible 
volunteer armed force for the United States, Andrus 
said "i prefer an all-volunteer force but If the draft 
is necessairy to meet the manpower requirements I 
would like to see a way that will enable young men to 
plan their future and not be faced with a five or six 
yeat period of tmcectainty." 

Gov. Samuelson said he would favor "the start of 
an all-volunteer force if at all possible, " Jle Added 
that such a force, however, would necessarily call 
for higher wages for those volunteering in order to 
meet competition from other fields. 

.Voters will have the opportunity to vote "yes" or 
"no" pn a new Constitution Nov. 3. Samuelson did 
not say whether he, personally, would vote for or 
against it. 

"'I am still studying the proposed new Con- 
stitution," Gov. Samuelson said, "and 1 urge 
everyone else to do the same. I have suggested study 
groups in every neighborhood in every area of the 
state avaU themselves of copies of the proposaland 
thOT shTdyrthem. Then I would let every individuaT 
decide for himself whether it was good or bad. 

"This is one of the most Important votes an in- 
dividual can participate in and they heed to inform 
themselves before they make their final decision," 
Gov. Samuelson said. 

Andnis said that , "the people" will have the 
question before them in November and that he will 
abide by that decision. 

"I personally will vote for it because it is an im- 
provement," Andrus said". "However, there are 
some problem areas in the new document that the 
next legislature should look at if the people approve 
the new Constitution." 

Concerning new major legislation he might 
consider shoidd he take ofHce, Andrus said that he 
would urge enactment of public supported- kin- 
dergarten legislation. He would introduce legislation 
to abolish the department of administrative services 
which he described as "one which functions on

"I believe much of this can be accomplished under 
existing law if we have an administration that is 
willing to admit to the problem and meet it head on," 
he said. 

Concerning education, he said too much of the 
support is coming from the local propel'ty tax base. 
He asserted that when the sales tax was passed the 
citizens were assured this would cure the "ills of 
education." , 

"It could have and it should have but it has not 
because too much of the revenue has been bled off 
for other purposes such as increased growth in 
administrative levels 6t government," Andrus said.

"Actually the line is very thin between Idaho and 
the other states. Approximately 70 per cent of our 
general fund tax dollar is spent for education, I feel 
that we should compliment the tax payers of Idaho 
on the job they are doing," the governor said. 

As to how he would raise taxes if more money was 
needed. Gov. Samuelson said"rwould prefer to work ' 
to broaden the tax base by encouraging business 
and industry to expand 'and grow." t 

"We should help them find new markets for their 
products and thus raise the per capita income of our 
people. This would in turn generate more sales tax, 
income tax and other sources of revenue that con- 
tribute to our general fund budgets. 

"I would not propose. to raise any of the taxes,""

I've just become 50 years 
old. I am aware that plenty of 
people don't think that's an- 
cient, but the- half-century 
mark still seems rather scary 
to me. No one who is half a 
hundred years old can pre- 
tend to be young. 

In 10 years, a period of time which 
no\y seems short, I shall be 60, and peo- 
ple may start calling me a senior citi- 
zen. In moments of panic I think of 
myself sitting on a bench all day nod- 
ding in the sun, or following a bit of 
advice offered by a newspaper column 
written for retired people in Florida. If 
you get bored with gardening and read- 
ing, the columnist said, try buying a . 
big ball of string, tangling it up. and 
straightening it out again. No! Please. 
childxEn, keep that ball of string away 
from me! I'm not ready for it yet. 

To comfort myself in the shadow of 
my approaching seniority, I find myself 
thinking a lot about a few men and 
women who have grown old in years 
but never in mind or spirit From their 
lives I have deduced 10 rules about 
staying young at heart, which I hope 
will help me to emulate them in the 
years ahead. 

I doubt if Picasso, for instance, 
— spends- m uch time d eltbe mtely tangl ing' 
up balls of twine, nor does Edward Slei- 
chen,. the photographer who did the 
classic book, "The Family of Man." and 
-who uSntinues to put life and love on 
film while he is well into his eighties. 

There are old friends and relatives I 
look to for inspiration, as well as those 
public figures I have never met. From 
all the people whose youthful spirit I 
admire, I have learned the first two 
ryles on my list : ( 1 ) Never stop work- 
ing as long as you can move; and (2) 
Stick to a kind of work you love, and 
if you cannot find such work, invent it. 
- Down here in Florida where I came 
four years ago to work, not to retire, 1 
see many examples of old people who 
turn from leisure to labor that they 
enjoy. I have seen retired men antf wo- 
men start dress shops, plant orange 
groves, and hire themselves out as seam- 
stresses, carpenters, or gardeners. These 
arc the ones who really seem to be en- 
joying their "golden years." 




Three women in my own family have 
gone into their eighties or beyond with- 
out a day of idleness. Until she died at 
the age of 96, my grandmother made 
herself a kind of information center for 
all her children, grandchildren, and 
great-grandchildren. While she was alive 
we all knew what anyone remotely re- 
lated to us was doing, and those of us 
who were away at school or in the 
armed forces got cookies or applesauce 
cake once a month in addition to the 
newsletter. 

My own mother has a different plan. 
At the age of 83, she now teai:hes Eng- 
lish to the wives of foreign diplomats. 
Ladies from Japan, Iran, and various 
European couiitiics"arc"icfeiiud tui licr 
by some agency and go trouping up to 
her apartment in New York City. There 
they get drilled in rules of grammar the 
way I used to be. My mother does not 
ge( paid in money for her services, but 
her rooms arc full of beautiful tittle 
vases and ivory carvings that her pu- 
pils have sent from their homelands. 

Three years ago when ray mother ob- 
served her 80th birthday, she unwit- 
tingly offered me a lesson which became' 
the third entry in my list of directions 
for staying young at hean. After lunch- 
eon in a restaurant with my youngest 
daughter, who is also her youngest 
grandchild, we visited a park. lessica 
was then three years old, and she started 
walking along a low curbing, holding 
her arms out as though she were doing 
a balancing act on a tightrope. To my 
astonishment, my 80-year-old mother, 
who had always been a woman of im- 
posing dignity, started to copy her, and 
for half an hour they played follow-the-

leader all over the park. 

"1 haven't had so much fun in years,"

Never forget how to play — that is the 
rule I have written to follow the two 
rules about the importance of work. A 
psychiatrist , by the name of Gifirgio 
Lolli recepliy phrased it another way. 
In a book entitled Tuned In or Turned 
Off, he writes, "Wc must sec — and even 
better, experience — the importance of 
creative Immaturity in our lives." He 
was writing advice for teen-agers, but 
I think middle-aged people need it more. 

Play, of course, means different 
things to different people. For me it 
means sailing a boat, which I've learned 
to do pretty well, or dancing, which I 
do miserably, but which I enjoy more 
than I did when I was young and con-' 
cemed with dignity. If my dreams 
could come true, I would sail to the 
island of Bimini on my 80lh birthday 
and spend the evening dancing to na- 
tive music with my wife and children, 
as we did last Christmas. Perhaps that's 
a foolish hope, but I shall cling to it 
with my last breath. 

The next few rules on my list were 
unwittingly given to me by a wonder- 
ful old character actress by the name 
of 21amah Cunningham. I met Zamah 
When sHe~was m ncr~mia-sevcnties. uc~ 
spite the fact that she had recently suf- 
fered a stroke, she was continuing her 
career and had just contracted to play 
a part which proved her last, that of an 
old woman riding on a bus with Steve 
McQueen in "Baby the Rain Must Fall." 

Whi e waiting for this call to Holly- 
wood, she was living in a small New 
York apartment with one partially para- 
lyzed leg propped up on a chair. Her 
living room was always crowded with 
visitors of all ages. 

"How docs she manage to be so pop- 
ular?" I asked my wife Betty, who had 
known her for years. 

Betty said, "People need her." 

"In what way? Does she lend them 
money?" 

"I think Zamah gave most of her 
money away years ago. She offers some- 
thing else." 

"Whatr 

"It's hard to define," Betty sa3~with 



a smile. "Listen to her for awhile, You'll 
find out." 

I did listen whenever I could during 
the remainin'g years of Zamafi's life, and 
I did find out, but her gift is still diffi- 
cult to define. In more than 60 years of 
touring the world as an actress, Zamah 
had learned a great deal about people. 
She knew that some of them drink too 
much; she knew that some arc less than 
honorable when dealing with love or 
money, and that a lot of human bcin{;s 
care mostly about themselves. There 
was not one sentimental bone in her 
body, if sentimentality is taken to mean 
sugar-coating the facts. The epitome of 
her power to love people was perhaps 
reached when she told me she adored 
one old woman simply because she wus 
so mean. 

Other people told me that Zamuh, 
even when she was barely able to walk, 
ran errands for this "mean old.womun" 
who lived upstairs in the same apun- 
ment building. Often she. went up lo 
chat with her "so she'd have somcbotly 
to cuss at." 

HZLimah's memory serves to remind me 
that sentimentality is an insult to hu- 
manity, for it implies that reality is not 
worth affection, and that lies are neces- 
sary to make people lovable. TTie old 
people I admire, such as Picasso and 



tHe~bther public figiues who have en- 
dured with such vitality, arc notably 
unsentimental, and so are the old people 
I admire in my private life. While in 
her eighties, Betty's grandmother would 
occasionally swear like a trooper when 
she felt that somebody was treating her 
in a condescending manner. 

Those who grow old successfully do 
not have lo pretend that life is all swcel. 
and continue to enjoy a little bitter 
lemon with their tea. Because of this, 
the fourth rule I am writing for myself 
is, "In case of sentimentality, go find 
some mean people to talk with." 

But that rule inspires its opposite, ju.st 
as the rules about work did. A person 
who determines not lo be sentimental 
is in grave danger of becoming cynical, 
and that is a mistake Zamah Cunning- 
ham never made. If she had been noth- 
ing but a bitter, cynical old woman, her 
telephone would not have heAn ringing. 

Once when a friend asked Zamah 
how she had survived on Broadway, in

Hollywood, and on endless road tours 
for 60 years without ever seeming to 
develop the bi'ttemcss that overcomes 



^ so many young actresses, she sirtdr 
"Whenever you become cynical about 
a person, try to think what he has suf- 
fered and what he is trying to be." 
■ That, then, is my fifth rule, 

Zamah had another great strength: 

■ even when very ill, she showed no fear 
of death. That is a characteristic of all 
the old people I admire, the ability to 
approach -the end of life as though 
death were a theory which might still 
be disproved. "The older I get, the less 
I fear death," Zamah once said to mc. 
"Remember that the years are like 
money — the more you spend, the less 
you have to lose." 

That is my sixth rule, and like the 
others, it inspires its opposite: Take 
care of yourself, for although it is 
wrong to fear death, it is worse to 
court it. 

The seven rules I have compiled so 
far seem to me to be fairly good stiiling 
directions for a person getting ready to 



embark on the second half-century of 
life; but while reviewing them, I real- 
ized that they lack the most important 
iii g iedicii t o f a l l fo r m c- because-4hcy — 
all could he practiced by a man or wo- 
man living .ilonc. 

It is :i personal peculiarity perhaps, 
but without a loving wife, 1 could find 
no )oy in work or play. My wife Betty 
is the roost giving person I ever met; 
but at 50, I am old enough to realize 
that no man has a loving wife for long 
unless he conducts himself in such a 
way that he deserves her To my seven 
rules, therefore. I add my eighth : Never 
forget that the love at a good mate has 
to be earned every day. 

That rule may seem a breach of my 
own vow against sentimentality, but it 
is tr\ic that people of any age seem old 
to me the instant they start caring more 
about their work, their hobbies, their 
children, or their possessions- than about 
the persons to whom they are married. 
People who. for one reason or another, 
are left alone seem old to me if they 



don't get busy and do something to rec- 
tify their solitude. 

The sight of husbands and wives who 
haw fallen out of commiinicatioit with 



one another is sad at any age. Recently 
my wife and I went to a party given by 
a wealthy couple who did not talk to 
each other during the entire evening. 
His sole topic of conversation was his 
boat, which she candidly said she hated. 
Her only subject was their large house, 
which she loved to show off. 

That lady was only about 45, but as 
far as I could see, she might as well 
have been lOO.-Thinkiog about her, I 
found my ninth rule: Even work, play, 
or love itself can become- a bore if you 
lose your sense of humor. 

My 1 0th rule comes from hard ex- 
perience at trying to follow directions. 
It is: don't get discouraged when you 
find yourself breaking all the rules. Pick 
yourself up and start over again. 

Those, then, arc the 10 rules I am 
going to try to observe as I start my 
second half-hundred years on the planet 



Earth. I find that they go together more 
as a prayer than as a list of self-di- 
rected orders, because no one could 
Ipresume to achieve suc h virtues with 



nothing but his own efforts. This prayer 
to- ;be memorized on a 50th birthday 
might go something like this: 

"Please let mc continue to^trork as 
long as I can move. Let mc always be 
kble to find or invent a kind of work I 
Ibvc. Let me never forget how to play, 
even if I occasionally look ridiculous. 
Let me love without sentimentality; and 
if I ever get cynical, let me understand 
what people have suffered and what they 
want to be, as well as what they are. 
Let me remember that the older I get, 
the less I have to fear death, for most 
of my years have already been spent; 
but never let me waste a minute of life. 
Please allow me to live in such a Way 
that I deserve the love of my spouse. 
Despite these earnest resolves, .please 
don't let mc lose my sense of humor, 
und don't let me get so discouraged that 
I stop trying when I fail to be as good 
as I hope to be." ♦

Try a Freighter 
Voyage 



Freighter travel is the 
least known of all forms of 
vacation travel. 

You hear all sorts of stories about 
it. Some say passengers live in pri- 
vate-yacht .style in luxury quarters, 
eating gourmet meals at the Captain's 
table, served by deft stewards. 

Others report that -the ships are 
rusty old buckets, the food strictly 
hash-house, with an occasional cock- 
roach in the soup and the service 
nonexistent. 

The truth is probably somewhere 
between these extremes. But certainly 
freighter travel, whatever it.s hard- 
ships. Is a rewarding experience. 

The history of freighter travel 
goes back several hundreds of years, 
to a time when ships were built with 
a few extra cabins designed to carry

to cargo offerings. 

The only thing' that can be said 
with certainty about freighter travel 
is that it is~a most uncertain method.' 
The ships are usually' scheduled to 
sail at "approximate", times and to 
arrive at a destination on an "esti- 
mated" day. The actual schedule de- 
pends on many factors — weather,, 
cargo; availability of longshoremen, 
and mechanical failures. 

^^ighter docks are usually miles 
from anywhere, and often in unsa- 
vory neighborhoods. Once arrived at 
the dock, the passenger picks his 
way through warehouses, around 
moving equipment and up a steep 
gangplank. to get on board. And he 
probably will have to carry his own 
luggage. Everything about freighter 
travel is a gamble, which, of coun>c. 



—the — uwiii-n, — tr aJeis jn.u i Mp.uiy ii >g 
their goods, or friends of the owners. 
When not in use for these purposes, 
the space was sold to travelers. Mer- 
chant ships being built today still 
have extra cabins, and on most ships 
they are available lo the general pub- 
lic. The number of passengers car- 
ried varies depending on ships' size 
and design, from two to perhaps 40. 

The day of the romantic "tramp 
steamer" is nearly over, at least so 
far as passengers are concerned. In 
the early days ships sailed when and 
where ihey could find a cargo, often 
not returning to their home port for 
years. It was possible then lo make a 
deal with the captain for passage to 
his next port, or to pay a flat fee per 
day and stay with the ship wherever 
it might go. 

Nowadays, most ships operate 
over fixed trade routes, calling at 
specified ports and returning lo their 
starting point, making^some unsched- 
uled stops along the way according

Vqyagcs are of anywhere from 
five days to six-month trips around 
the world. Costs vary, too, depend- 
ing upon length of voyage and cla.ss 
of ship — a low $8 per day to a high 
of $40 per day per person. There 
are quite often no doctors on board, 
but crews arc trained in first aid. 
There is no organized entertainment 
on board freighters. The ship can 
usually be used as a hotel while in 
ports. Casual dress on board is the 
style for this casual way of traveling. 
Food, also, depends upon nationality 
and class of the ship. Be prepared 
for anything. Seasickness is common 
because freighters are built low. 
without stabilizers, and passengers 
really feel the movement of the sea. 

^low can you find out what trips 
are available and what ships arc 
like? There arc two freighter direc- 
tories published in the United States: 
Ford's "FREIGHTER TRAVEL

Plan far in advance, though, be- 
cause freighter travel is popular and 
passage is sometimes booked more 
than a year in advance. ♦

I here's a famous expression in 
show business: after a performer 
had strenuously completed his 
biggest and best number for an 
audition, the casting director 
looked up and said, "O.K., but 
whatta ya do for an encore?" 

Tv's "Sciaino Street," the educational-cn- 
tcrtuinmcnl scriL's lor preschoolers that be- 
gins its second year Nov. 9, Is in that same 
position. 

Practically everyone, from critics to parents 
to the children themselves, hailed the show 
' us an undisputed hit during its premiere sea: 
son last year. It is telecast over more thnn 
250 stations, rriost of them noncommercial, 
educational outlets. It is designed lo stimulate 
the intelligence and social growth of children 
three to (tve through story rt^adlngs, adulKhil- 
drcn discu.ssions. puppet dramas, film clips and 
cartoonlike animations. Principal targets are 
youngsters who could be considered "disad- 
vantaged" or who live in "inner-city" or ghetto 
areas. "Sesame Street" is produced by the in- 
dependent Children's Television Workshop. 

^Joan CJanz Cooney. the production com- 
pany's president, (seen on today's cover sur- 
rounded by "Muppct" friends), says the cur- 
riculum will ho expanded with new production 
features aimed at preparation for reading, 
emphasis on letter sounds; more !>dvanced 
number skilfs. a more comprehensive approach 
to reasoning and problem-solving, and the 
teaching of English vocabulary lo .Spanish- 
speaking cHildren 

'This year the Workshop will increase its 
efforts to reach inner-city children," says Mrs. 
- Coo n c yr- "It wa* dctcrratned long-bcfore 'Scsr 
ame Street' went on the air that the children 
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who needed a show like ours most critically 
were those in poor families. Most of these 
children are black or members of Spanish- 
speaking families, and we built in special ap- 
peals to them. 

■Now wc arc launching major promotion 
efforts in I 5 to 20 larger cities to expand our 
viewing audience in areas where it can be 
most useful. ' If middle-class grade schoolers, 
high-school students, college kids, and even 
a smattering of adults dig "Sesame Street" 
along the way, that's a double-plus! 

^Vccerding to executive producer David D. 
Connell (formerly of the long-run kiddie tv 
:show, "Captain Kangaroo"), "We learned a 
lot from our first year on the air. For one 
thing, wc found wc underestimated the ability 
of the average four-year-old. We tried to teach 
him to count from one to 10. We learned 
we could easily go lo 20. 

"During research and le-sting, we learned 
the" preschoolers can even understand the 
concept of a foreign language. Wc hope to 
introduce some simple Spanish now." 

"Very little is taken for granted on the 
show." asserts Dr. Edward L. Palmer, research 
director for Children's Television Workshop, 
"It is an experiment in public broadcasting, 
preschool instruction, film and television pro- 
duction, formative research and evaluation, 
and the u.sc of professional audience-building 
techniques." 

'Sesame Street's" cast of adults, headed by 
Bob McGrath. Matt Robinson, and Lorclta 
l^ng. will be back again this year. Will l^c 
plays Mr. Hooper, owner of the neightxjrhood 
candy store. The fanciful "Muppcts,"' created 
and- executed by Jim Hcnson, include the 
popular Oscar the Grouch and -Big Bird. This 
y i-ar's l ine. up o f gu es t stars will include Flip 
Wilson., Alan Arkin, Andy Williams, Harry
